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HE danger of the dependence of the 


Northern linen industry upon a 
foreign flax supply is now becoming 
apparent. Over 93 per cent. of the flax 


used in the linen industry is imported, 
and nearly 80 per cent. of this is from 
Soviet Russia, which has obtained a 
virtual monopoly of the raw material of 
the industry. Russia dumped supplies 
of flax upon the world’s markets during 
the last five years at low prices, and now 
that other countries, including Ireland, 
have brought their flax production down 
to a low level, the price of Russian fibre 
is moving up rapidly. This is shown 
clearly in the following extract from an | 
article in the Linen Trade Circular:— 
“ Last year the Soviet monopoly pushed 
up the price of the fourth group slanetz 
from £46 to £80 per ton—an advance of 
74. per cent.—and further increases have 
been registered since the beginning of 
January. The rise in tow prices was even

—an appreciation of 180 per cent.” Irish 
flax has also gone up in price from £65 
to £100 per ton within the past six months 
and may go higher. Linen goods 
consequently will be dearer, and buyers 
from America and elsewhere are rushing 
in to get supplies before the price 
advances too far. A serious aspect of the 
situation is the great advantage which 
Russian manufacturers will have. The 
Soviet is able to decrease its own costs 
with cheaper labour and raw material, 
and at the. same time increase its competi- 
tors’ costs, For the coarser lines of linen 
goods Russian exports show a big in- 
crease. In 1930 the value of linen im- 
ported into the United States from Russia 
was 131,147 dollars, and in 1960 this 1n- 
creased to 380,828 dollars, an increase of 
about 190 per cent. In some lines the in- 
crease was as much as 600 per cent. Dur- 
ing the past year Northern Ireland linen 
exports to the United States have 
decreased, largely owing to the cheaper 
Russian imports. 


German Policy 


The cause of the increase in flax prices 
is mainly due to heavy buying of Russian 
flax by Germany, which appears to have 
come as a surprise to flax spinners in this 
country, and also the larger use of flax 
by the Russian manufacturers. Germany 
is decreasing her imports of woollen and 
cotton goods, and is manufacturing in- 
stead linen and artificial silk materials. 
This has led to an unusual demand from 
Germany for flax, and it is stated that an 
arrangement has been made with the 
Soviet to exchange German machinery for 
Russian flax. Over 18 months ago, when 
Russia was looking for new ships, a deal 
might have been made to supply Belfast 
ships for Russian flax—an arrangement 
which would have secured some substantial 
orders for Belfast shipyards and work for 
the unemployed, and a guaranteed source 
of flax for the linen mills. Belfast imports 
nearly £2,000,000 worth of flax per annum, 
principally from Russia, and even if half 
of this were paid for by ships one of Bel- 
fast’s shipyards now idle would have been 
busy. The proposal, it is believed, was 
advocated by lfast shipbuilders, ex- 
amined carefully by the Government 
Departments, and turned down as not 
feasible. The Germans apparently have 
succeeded where the British and Northern 
Ireland Governments have failed, and 
Belfast spinners are now paying nearly 
double for their flax. The obvious course 
now is to increase home flax-growing. 
Last year only about. 15,000 acres of flax 
were grown in Ireland, compared with 
111,000 in 1918. Ireland could produce 
nearly half of the requirements of the 
Northern linen industry by co-operation 
between North and South. Flax prices 
are likely to be higher this coming year, 
and that in itself should be an inducement 
to: sow more flax within the next few 
months. 


Housing 


The Belfast Corporation will be asked 
at its next meeting at the first of the 
month to consider a proposal for a new 
housing scheme, The Estates Committee 
is putting forward a suggestion that 
ground in the Ardoyne district, capable 
of accommodating 1,200 houses, should be 
acquired. It is pointed out that the Cor- 
poration could acquire these 444 acres at 
a ground rent of £1 9s. per house, allow- 
ing for a 40 years’ loan, or £1 5s. 4d. per 
house on a 60 years’ loan basis. The 
Corporation could charge a ground rent of 
£5 and make a substantial annual profit. 
The houses would cost, roughly, £360,000, 
less a subsidy of £60,000. Estimating the 
loan charges at 3 per cent. on a 40 vears’ 
loan ag the parlour-type of house 
could let at Os. per week, plug rates.

Cardinal ACacRoru / 


I understand from a friend who had the 
good fortune to travel to Australia in the 
same ship that carried Cardinal MacRory

He gave many proofs of the 
kindly, homely humour which he sesses 
in abundance, and also of his love for 
children. One incident in particular caused 
general amusement. His Eminence was 
examining one little girl in religious know- 
ledge, and asked her: ‘‘ What was the first 
thing the Israelites did after crossing the 
Red Sea!” ** Dried themselves,’’ was her 
reply. : 


Gyrone Power 


I wonder how many people realise that 
an Irishman was one of the first profes- 
sional actors to appear on the" stage in 
South Africa? This honour belongs to 
Tyrone Power. 

William Grattan Tyrone Power—to give 
him his full name—was born near Kil- 
macthomas, County Waterford, on the 
2nd of November, 1797. He went to 
‘America as an infant, but, his father 
dying, his mother returned with him to 
Cardiff, where she had a relative—a 
printer. 

When young Tyrone was fourteen he 
ran away with a touring company. He 
played small parts for many years, and, 
when he got his first big chance—the 
part of Looney Mactwoler in ' Review ” 
at Margate in 1818—he did not impress 
the critics. 

After the visit to South Africa, when 
he made stage history, he returned to 
London, and, on the death of Charles 
Connor, he stepped into his shoes. He 
later commanded a fee of more than £100 
a week, and filled the Theatre Royal, Dub- 
lin, during his annual visits. He was 
the perfect impersonator of the '' stage 
Irishman,” and many of the plays he 
acted in were of his own writing. 

In 1840 he went to America to look 
after some property of his in Texas, and 
also to endeavour to recover some of his 
money that had been invested in the 
United States Bank, which had closed its 
doors. 

He sailed for home in the President on 
the 11th of March, 1841. On the follow- 
ing day a tempest rose that lasted for 
days. Some time during the night of the 
13th-14th the President—then the largest 
ship afloat—went. down. 

Power left four sons and three 
daughters, one son—Sir William Tyrone 
Power—becoming Agent-General for New 
Zealand. He was also the author of seve- 
ral interesting travel books. 


Snow in Rome 


Horace is supposed by some of his 
critical commentators to have drawn too 
freely on his poetical imagination when 
he speaks of the snow-clad summits of the 
hills around him. Wickham, for instance, 
in his splendid edition of the Roman poet’s 
works, remarks on the contrast presented 
by the Italian climate in Horace’s time 
with that of recent times. But the recent 
accounts of heavy falls of snow in Rome 
and neighbouring districts show the 
existence at present of severer wintry 
conditions than we are having in our 
much more northerly latitudes. Some 
have thought that the frequent mention 
in ancient times of snow-covered hills prove 
that the climate of the earth, at least over 
the northern hemisphere, is undergoing a 
marked change; but. the fact that frost 
and snow may still visit these favoured 
regions of Southern Europe proves other- 
wise, 


Seed Catalogues 


The. battalions of seed catalogues are 
upon us, and there is scarcely a post that 
does not bring some evidence or other of 
the seedsman’s optimism. But, be the 
number that arrive small or great, the 
subject matter rarely fails in its appeal. 
No. matter how many good economic 
resolutions we have made for the New 
Year, the ravishing descriptions of sweet- 
scented perennials, robust biennials and 
fragrant ‘‘ half-hardies’’ vie with each 
other in their effort to make us throw 
caution to the winds where money is con- 
cerned. Who during the bleak days of 
winter can be indifferent to the tempting 
charms of such names as ‘‘ Crimson 
Glow,”’ “ Rosy Morn ” and “ White Per- 
fection,”” or even the modest and un- 
assuming packet that states simply 
“ Mixed varieties, price threepence ”’? 
But the more materially minded are also 
lavishly catered for; for the seedsman’s 
catalogue contains endless suggestions for 
the wholesale destruction of slugs and

other marauding insects. From a recent 
perusal of one of these informative and 
provocative booklets I have just made the 
valuable discovery that slugs may be slain 
in the ground, as well as on it. 
“ Omniscient” Jackson 

I do not know, writes a correspondent, 
whether Dublin or Ballycastle can claim 
the honour of being his birthplace, but 
considering the SE place that Richard 
Jackson filled in political life of his 
time, it is strange that comparatively little 
is known about him. The few facts that 
have come down to us regarding him 
prove him to have been one of the most 
sagacious politicians of his time, a boon 
companion with the bons vivants and 
literati who frequented Fleet street and 
its taverns in the latter years, and, unlike 
Goldsmith, whose friendships he pos- 
‘sessed, frugal, saving and fairly abste- 
mious. Otherwise he d not, in con- 
trast with the fast-living fellow-country- 
men of his then in London, have been able 
to bequeath considerable fortunes to ‘his 
two daughters. Dr. Crone states that he 
was born in Ball in 1720 and 
graduated in T.C.D. in 1740, Like Burke 
and Sheridan, whom he knew in Dublin, 
and still better in London, the law 
attracted him, but he hever rose to dis- 
tinction in that He had a 
fair for political science, which brought 
him to the favourable notice of Grenville 
and Walpole, and secured for him a seat | 
in Parliament. Beíore he was long there 
he offended Ministérs by telling them that 
certain legislative proposals would be un- 
popular in the colonies, and foretold that 
the enforcement of the Stamp Act would 
rouse the resentment of New England. 
The events of the next few years bore out 
his predictions to the letter. From his 
encyclopedic. stores of knowledge he was 
known among his confreres as ‘‘ Omni- 
scient Jackson,” but Dr. Johnson held 
that a better adjective to apply to him 
was “ all-knowing,”’ inasmuch as the other 
word was “ appropriated to the Supreme 
Being.”’ 


Geese Shooting 


I am told that during the months of 
January and February Strangford Lough, 
County Down, is the sportsman’s paradise. 
It is at this time of the year that the 
wild geese provide such excellent sport; 
for they are in the best of plumage, strong 
in the wing, well fed and wily, and night 
after night they gather in large flocks to 
feed on the low mud-flats of the lough. A 
friend of om — - that a good er 
shooting can y ne a punt across 
the lough just when the tide is receding. 
The birds feed on the seaweed and minute 
shellfish which the retreating tide un- 
covers, and as they rise off the various 
islands at the noise of approach it is 
usually possible -to bring down three or 
four brace if it is a good, clear moonlight 
night. My friend tells me that a cruel 
and unsportsmanlike method of pe. 
shooting, which is now, happily, a 
extinct, was practised in certain parts of 
Ireland about-the latter end of the 
nineteenth century. A large 1j-inch bore 
gun, capable of firing di é 


ing from 31b. 
to 14]b. of shot, was mounted on the bows 
of a punt, and, lying flat in the boat, the 
fowler would paddle silently towards a 
flock of feeding birds. When he got within 
comfortable range he pulled a string, and 
with a roar like heavy artillery the gun 
discharged ‘its ading shot into the 
middle of the flock. The result, of course, 
was that the birds were massacred in 
dozens; but my friend tells me that there 
were times when the fowler himself did 
not escape unscathed, for the recoil of his 
gun sometimes sent his frailycraft to the 
bottom and gave him a well-deserved 
ducking. 


The rare bursts of level sunshine which 
we get at this time of the year often pro- 
duce some weird effects in the departments 
of mills and warehouses. A friend of 
mine tells me that one of the most arrest- 
ing of these light effects is the manner in 
which the sun’s rays will enter the 
windows at one side of a city warehouse, 
cross the rooms in shafts of horizontal 
light, and ~~ out by the panes on the 
opposite side. When stocks are low at 
this time of the year the light rays have 
uninterrupted passage through the de- 
partments. Crossing the rooms at regular 
ae —_ have the oe, - 
scaffolding poles propping up the whole 
fabric of the building Phere are times 
when the illusion is so vivid that, when 
the evening drops down and the sun with- 
draws her golden planking from the 
windows, my friend says one almost ex- 
pects to hear the crash of falling masonry 
as the building collapses into the dusk.

CRIMINAL LAW AMENDMENT | 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

SIR,—Í understand that the report of the 
“Select Committee of the Seanad” on the 
“Criminal Law Amendment Act’’ published 
in the papers has met with some criticism, 
especially with regard to the deletion of 
Section 17, dealing with contraceptives.

When the prohibition is enforced in other 
countries this exception ia made; when and 
where it has been omitted grave injury of a 
shocking nature to the people has resulted. 

A motion to delete the whole section was 
proposed. Without this amendment the sec- 
tion would have been a serious danger; it 
could not be proposed when the whole section 
was deleted. Of course, all the amendments 
will come before the Senate at its next meet- 
ing. The discussion is unpleasant.—Yours, 
etc., Maurice Moorg.

HE re of the Irish Land Commission 

for year ended álst March, 1934, 

gives a resumé of the Land Act, 1933, 

and points out that under it the constitution 

of the Land Commission has been altered and 
its powers increased. : 

It is considered that the machinery and

advance towards the Áeda "et land 
settlement in Saorstat Eireann, and should 
enable the available land to be acquired and 
divided at a much more rapid rate than has 
been possible heretofore. 

The report points out that, “apart from 
the aspect of expediting land settlement, the 
Land Act, 1033, gives great concessions to 
the payers of land purchase annuities. As 
from (and including) the second gale day in 
the year 1933, the amount of all land pur- 

_annuities payable, or to become pay- 
ab'e, in Saorstat nn is reduced by 50 per 
cent. (or in some special cases by 55 per 
poms The Act gave further relief to tenant 

in the staying of all proceedings 
or the recovery of arrears of annuities, etc., 
due to the first gale day of 1933, and in the 
funding of sums not exceeding three years’ 
arrears (with the costs incurred) at pet 
cent. interest over a period of fifty years, any 
residue of arrears greater than three years’ 
accumulation being cancelled. The cost of 
the revision of annuities and the cancellation 
of arrears is borne by the State Exchequer. 
The revision and funding arrangements neces. 
sitated a complete overhaul of the collection 
accounts, and the issue of some 440,000 new 
receivable orders in time for the November: 
December gale of 1933—entailing a consider- 
able strain upon the staff.” 


COLLECTION OF ANNUITIES 


The report points out that in the year 
under review the collection of Land Purchase 
Annuities under the Land Acts, 1881-1931, 
has been fundamentally altered by the - 
visions of Part Ill, of the Land Act, 1933. 
As it is, therefore, impracticable to present 
a collection statement for the full year, 
1933-34, comparable with previous yearly re- 
turns, statements are set out showing the 
position relative to the first and second gales, 
respectively, connectéd by a statement ex- 
— how the operation of the Land Act, 
933, affected the arrears of Land Purchase 
Annuities, etc., outstanding at the date of 
the passing of the Act. Arrears amount- 
ing to £4,689,093 were funded, and £254,247 
were remitted. In addition, a sum of 
£14,698 was funded in respect of costs. 

The amount of instalments of reduced 
annuities collectible for the second gale 
(November-December) of the year 1933 was 
£1,100,864, together with £118,649 in respect 
of instalments of funding annuities, making 
a total of £1,219,513 collectible for that 
gale. Of this amount the sum of £855,562 
was collected by the 3lst March, 1934, leav- 
ing an arrear at that date of £363,951.

The report gives a table showing the total 
amount of advances made under each of the 
Land Purchase Acts, with the ee areas 
and number of holdings involved. Including

On the contrary, the outlook for these 
important sections of the community was 
growing even worse. 


IMPROVED PROSPECT 


** Fortunately, however, a hE prospect 
has now opened up owing to the agreement 
which has been effected between the Irish 
Free State and British ‘Jovernmcnts, by 
which there may be a large increase in the 
export of cattle to Great Britain, and in 
exchange a ible complete restoration of 
coal imports that country.” 

The commendable change of policy 
promised to be a help to some ot fhe farmers, 
who had suffered more than. any «ther class 
in the community. It would however, 
foolish to build. much hope on such slender 
foundations, as until the political differencés— 
which were the rea: root of the dispute— 
were settled there was no chance of a 

rmanent or satisfactory solution. Un- 
ortunately, there was no indication whatever 
that either side in the “ miserable con- 
troversy ” was yet prepared to deal with the 
questions in dispute in a large end states- 
manlike way. 

The present condition of the Free State 
farmers was leading to a very grave out- 
look; for, nob only were they unable in 
numerous cases to meet their business obliga- 
tions, but even to pay rates or annuities in 
spite of the reliefs granted, That state of 
affairs in turn affected the County Councils, 
whose financial position in many instances 
had ‘reached an alarming condition of 
indebtedness to the banks. 


GOVERNMENT TRADING 


On the question of Government trading, 
the report states that the tendency of 
legislation in this and other countries was 
to curtail the liberties of the individual 
trader by regulations, prohibitions, restric- 
tions and licences, While a Government in 
exceptional circumstances might be justified 
in taking such action, the ultimate aim 
should be individual responsibility in busi- 
ness. : 

Again, there was a tendency for Govern- 
ments to compete in industry with the private 
trader. Where a Government thus competed 
by taking control of an industry, or accepted 
partial responsibility by way of guarantee 
or otherwise, full accounts showing the 
result of trading for each undertaking 
should be published. Before the Government 
granted a concession to a foreign firm to 
trade in this country, an opportunity should 
be given to home firms to find the necessary 
oe and undertake the business in ques- 
ion. 

Dealing with the recently-appointed Bank- 
ing Commission, the report states that, as 
the deliberations and conclusions of the body 
had a — unre od the EE com. 
munity, the Council had appoin a special 
cominithee to prepare evidence which; when 
considered in conjunction with that of the 
other Chambers of Commerce, would be sub- 
mitted in due course to the Banking Com- 
mission. 


COUNTY MANAGERS 


The report adds that it might not be out 
of place to suggest that the County Councils 
should, without delay, have their administra- 
tions placed under the control of competent 
managers—a system which had been initiated 
in Cork, and since had been adopted with 
great advantage by the Corporations of 
Dublin and Limerick and by other local 
authorities. Two other subjects to which the 
Council would like to direct the attention of 
the Government were the excessive cost of 
administration in their various departments 
and the heavy taxation which weighed on 
business ple. 

The volume of trade within the Irish Free 
State in 1934 was more satisfactory than 
anticipated earlier in the year. ' When the 
Council’s report for 1933 had been written 
there had been fear of a serious collapse, 
ewing to the depression in agriculture and 
the crisis in the cattle trade. The country 
had managed to carry on, notwithstanding 
the fact that the farmers, generally speak- 
ing, had been working without a profit, if 
not at a loss, and that the burden of taxa= 
tion had been excessive. The reductién of 
the income tax from 5s. to 48. 6d, had been 
a great relief,-and had helped to encourage 
enterprise. That was evidenced by the ¢rea- 
tion of several new, itidustries, but, of coursé, 
the main inducement in these cases was the 
imposition of protecting tariffs, 


NEW INDUSTRIES 


The establishment of new. industries 
meant the retention of money in the country 
which otherwise would be invested elsewhere. 
Apart from the various projects hel hy 
the Industrial Credit Company, Ltd., new 
capital issues to the extent of approximately 
£3,000,000 had been floated snecessfully, and 
most of them had been _ over-subscribed. 
Commendable as it was to foster new in- 
dustries by tariffs, it should not be forgotten 
that competition was diminished thereby and 
an increase in the cost of commodities 
generally took place. 

Dealing with the activities of the Council 
daring the year, the report states that the 
Council again had entered a strong protest 
against the continuance of the corporation 
profits tax, while previous to the introduc 
tion of the 1034 a sub-committee, re- 
presenting the different Chambers: of Com- 
meree of the Irish Free State, had made re- 
presentations to the Minister for Finance 
regarding, among other items, the continued 
increase in expenditure, limit to borrowing 
for capital expenditure, State-aided trading 
industries, and corporation profits tax. 


THE SENATE 


As to the proposal to abolish the Senate, 
the report states that the Council hoped 
that the Government now would consider the 
advisability of setting up a Second Chamber 
constituted on vocational lines, by which the 
non-political elements in the community and 
the representatives of th, professions, trade 
and commerce would, be given an opportunity

The Council 
learned with satisfaction that since then a 
measure giving to Turkish women franchise 
and eligibility had been passed.

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DIPHTHERIA IN THE 
FREE STATE 


“USUAL SEASONAL 
INCIDENCE” 


a 


Despite the fact that diphtheria is reported 
to be prevalent in sieeial parts of the Free 
State, medical authorities say that there is 
no cause for alarm. Schools have been 
closed in the Wicklow and Drogheda dis- 
tricts, and the Medical Officer at Tullamore 
has recommended similar action; but this 
has been done as a preventive measure to 
stop the possible spread of the disease. 

r. R. P. McDonnell, chief medical officer 
of the Department of Local Government and 
Public Health, in an interview with an 
Irish Twmesa representative, declared that 
the number of cases of diphtheria in the 
country at the present time is not abnormal. 
“Tt is just the usual seasonal incidence,’* 
he added. 

Medical practitioners have been advocating 
the immunisation of children from diphthena 
for some time past, and Dr. MeDonnell sup- 
ports them strongly. ‘‘In virtually every 
county where there is a County Medical 
Officer of Health,” he said, ‘* immanisation 
schemes have been started, and when the 
remaining counties — their medical 
officers the schemes will be operated through- 
out the whole country.” 

“ We can consider ourselves very lucky in 
this country,” continued Dr. McDonnell, 
“for we seem to be escaping the virulent 
form of diphtheria which is prevalent in 
Great Britain and other countries. Our 
freedom from it is rather a tribute to the 
efficacy of the immunisation schemes, when 
one realises thé many contacts we have with 
England and the possibilities of the germs 
being brought across. ' i 

He strongly advocated immunisation of 
children, but did not consider that it could 
be made compulsory. 

“ Immumsation,” he commented, “ is the 
best safeguard against diphtheria, and people 
would be well advised to have their children 
immunised. I have been very glad to see 
the success of the schemes in Dublin and 
elsewhere, and | know, although not from 
Official sources, that many parents are 
having their children immunised without 
waiting for the suggestion to come from 
the County Medical Officers.” 

It is understood that over twelve thousand 
immunisations against diphtheria were carried 
out in the Dublin city area during 1934,

Road Safety 


So many accidents on the roads un- 
doubtedly are due to careless motorists 
that a tendency has grown up to 
blame the motorist for every accident. The 
roads were safe before the internal com- 
bustion engine was invented, and they are 
very far from safe at the present time, but 
the danger is due rather to the new means 
of transport than to the recklessness of 
those who use it. Sir Herbert Austin puts 
the case well in an article in this week's 
Observer. He points to the innumerable 
restrictions which have been placed on the 
motorist, apparently with the idea that 
no other means the 
growing death-roll of the roads can be 
lessened. In his opinion, this point of 
view is mistaken, and there is something 
to be said for his assertion. If, indeed, we 
compare the growth of motor transport 
with the growth of traffic by rail about a 
hundred years ago, we must agree that the 


exist whereby 


conditions are such as to make accidents 
inevitable. The railways were subject 
from the beginning to rules and regula- 
tions which made them as safe as possible. 
Their tracks not only were exclusive to 
their own use, but they were fenced off 
from the public, and trespassing on them 
was not allowed. Almost every aspect oí 
railway operation was governed by law, 
and, so far from being irksome, these laws 
made for efficiency as well as safety. The 
contrast between this well-ordered system 
of transport and the condition of affairs 
on the roads is striking. On the roads 
there is a great volume of motor traffic 
moving at a high speed, but there also is 
a great volume of slower  traffic— 
pedestrians, cyclists, cattle and so forth 
—which is a source of danger both to itself 
and to the motorists. Sir Herbert 's argu- 
ment, in effect, is that if pedestrians and 
animals were allowed to wander on the 
railway tracks, the number of accidents 
would be as great as it is now on the roads. 
Unfortunately, although the argument is 
simple, it would be almost impossible to 
put it into effect. The analogy between 
road and rail cannot be pressed too far, 
because roads are not,intended for the ex- 
clusive use of motorists, and the right of 
other forms of transport to use them must 
be upheld. By bearing the analogy in 
mind, however, the authorities may 
be able at least to reduce the 
number of road accidents. Already 
some attempt has been made to 
separate the motors from other forms of 
traffic—in England by the provision of 
footpaths, by-passes, and special tracks for 
cyclists, and in America by making 
separate motor-roads where the traffic is 
great enough to justify them. A similar 
idea, no doubt, is behind Mr. Hore- 
Belisha’s announcement on Saturday that 
the British Government is about to embark 
on a “ Five Year Plan ”’ for roads, which 
will give local authorities a better chance 
to attack their problems on a comprehen- 
sive scale. Safety on the roads, as is being 
realised, depends almost as much on the 


roads themselves as on their users.

The Big Wind 

The ordinary person who lives in an 
ordinary city of these islands is protected 
remarkably well from the fury of the 
elements. How many citizens of Dublin, 
when they heard the wind shriek and howl 
about their windows on Friday last, 
realised that the gale which was then 
in full blast would be described— 
rather loosely—as the worst in living 
memory? Violent, indeed, it was, but 
not so violent that people were com- 
pelled by it to remain indoors, or to 
make any change in their normal routine— 
except, perhaps, to take a car where they 
had been accustomed to stretch their legs. 
Yet it was a storm of considerable magni- 
tude, even here in Ireland, which may have 
an unprepossessing climate, but seldom is 
forced to endure the real rigours of the 
elements. Considerable damage was done 
to property throughout the country’s 
length, and people were injured—although, 
happily, none was killed—by the usual 
corollaries of a high wind in the shape of 
falling slates and breaking windows. 
More cruel than the wind was the bitter 
cold which accompanied it—cold that, 
doubtless, has been, an« will be, the cause 
of many deaths in the poor districts that 
can make no defence against it. The storm 
at sea has inspired numerous deeds of 
heroism ; but the gallantry of the lifeboat 
crews and of many “ amateur ’’ life-savers 
have become so regular a feature of the 
history of our coasts that we almost take it 
for granted nowadays. Let us congratulate 
ourselves that; when the full tale of suffer- 
ing will have been told, it will be a colour- 
less tale in comparison with the sufferings 
of America and other countries. Nearly 
two hundred deaths have been reported 
from North America within a short time, 
as a result of cold and tempest. 
our climate, at which we grumble with 
such persistency, remains charitable to 
human life, we can pardon the winds for 
the occasional tribute that they levy upon 
our property.

ON A PARABLE 


MAKING OF EXCUSES 
——— 


There was a large congregation in St. 
Patrick’s Cathedral, Dublin, yesterday after- 
noon, when the preacher was the Very Rev. 
W. R. Matthews, D.D., Dean of St. Paul's 
Cathedral, London. 

The Archbishop of Dublin was present. 

The Very Rev. Thomas Arnold Harvey, 
Dean of St. Patrick’s and Bishop-elect of 
Cashel, read the Second Lesson, the First 
Lesson having been read by the Rev. Canon 
T. W. E. Drury. Other clergy who took 
part in the Service were the Rev. J. kL. 
Atkinson, Dean’s Vicar, and the Rev. H. 
Savage, Succentor. The first anthem was 
“Thee, Lord, before the close of day” 
(Balfour Gardiner), and the second one was 
Mendelssohn's ‘‘ And as He journeyed He 
came near unto Damascus.’ Dr. George H. 
P. Hewson, M.A., was at the organ, and 
the music was of the usual high standard. 

The Dean of St. Paul's took as his text, 
“ They all, with one consent, began to make 
excuses ” (St. Luke xiv., 18). In the course 
of his address, he said that the text was 
taken from a parable. which was one of the 
most elaborate of all recorded as having been 
spoken by Jesus. It told of a most un- 
pardonable rejection by guests of an invita- 
tion which had been sent to them long before. 
The excuses made by the invited guests were 
very good excuses. There was nothing 
wrong with them; they were very laudable ; 
they were all concerned with very necessary 
activities of life. A man had gone to see 
for himself the land which he had bought ; 
another man had bought some oxen, and 
wanted to have them tested; third man was 
married and he could not desert his wife 
on the day of the honeymoon. 

In the opinion of Jesus, His own people 
rejected Him, not because they were very 
wicked, not because they wanted to show a bad 
example in spiritual things, but because 
they were so fully occupied with the ordinary 
affairs of life that they could not be bothered 
with Him. 

There was no parable which was more 
direct in its application than this one. Why 
were they so far from God's Kingdom? Not 
because they were steeped in vice, but be- 
cause they were devoted to business, to 
family affairs—so full of these things that 
they could not come. They were diligent in 
business, good husbands, good fathers. There 
was nothing wrong in that; so they thought ; 
but the Gospel said that they might be all 
these things, but they might fail in the 
supreme test; they might miss the Kingdom 
of God. They said that there was some- 
ryan h beyond, but they would not think of 
it yet, 

He thought that the most awkward part 
of the Parable was the man who had married 
a wife, and therefore, conld not come. How 
often did they find to-day people who would 
do things for their families which they 
would scorn to do for themselves? Human 
love should never obscure the love of Christ.

The statement probab!v 
will be made by Sir Samuel Hoare when 
he addresses the House of Commons on 
the second reading of the India Bill, and 
may be to the effect that Dominion status 
is the aim of British Government policy 
in India, though no date or time can be 
fixed. The idea evidently is to satisfy 
Indian opinion as far as possible, so that 
the bill may have a better reception in 
the dependency as time goes on. If the 
Government decide upon this step it will 
infuriate the members opposing the 
scheme, and possibly will add to the 
strength of the opposition to the bill, but 
this consideration will make little differ- 
ence to Government policy. 


The Coal-Cattle Agreement

sitting to-morrow. Provision for it was 
made last month at the adjournment, 
when the necessary motion to suspend the 
11 o'clock rule was handed in; but, in any 
case, there will be plenty for the Commons 
to do to-morrow. It is expected that Mr. 
J. H. Thomas will have something to sav 
about the recent agreement on cattle and 
coal made with Mr. de Valera. The 
general business will deal with the esti- 
mates in connection with unemployment 
assistance and special areas. The second 
reading of the Housing Bill will open on 
Wednesday; and two days will be devoted 
to this—the most important domestic bil! 
of the session. The measure has been 
received with such general approval, how- 
ever, that an easy passage seems assured. 
The Labour Opposition will oppose “if 
formally, but its objections probably wil! 
be confined to constructive criticism. 


Anglo-French Discussions 


The arrival in London on Thursday of 
M. Flandin, the French Premier, and the 
Foreign Minister, M. Laval, will be the 
event of the week. All Europe will await 
the outcome of the discussions which will 
ensue with impatience.
